[[-]] means for transporting a combined flow of at least thejiquid and thesteam to the liquid

charact e rized in that the devic e comprises a cartridge in which the liquid reservoir reservoir, 
the liquid transport ebaflaet- channel. t he means for transporting, and the liquid outlet are providedi 
wherein the cartridge is detachably connected to the device beverage-making appliance . 
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2.(Currently Amended) A- The device as claimed in claim 1, characterized in that wherein 
the means for transporting comprise a first chamber and a second chamber, wherein the liquid 
transport channel discharges into the first chamber chamber, and said first chamber comprises the 
steam inlet- inlet, and wherein the second chamber is connected to the first chamber via a restriction 
and comprises the liquid euHe^ outlet.

4. (Currently Amended) A -The device as claimed in claim 3, characterized in that ciaimJL 
wherein the cartridge is detachably connectable to the appliance via the steam inie ^inlet. 

5. (Currently Amended) A- The device as claimed in claim 1, characteriz e d in that wherein 
said liquid transport channel comprises an air inlet -inlet. 

6. (Currently Amended) A -The device as claimed in claim 5, characterized in that w herein 
the air inlet is closable. 

7. (Currently Amended) A ^The device as claimed in claim 6, characterized in that wherein a 
valve is provided for opening and closing the air inki- inlet. 
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8. (Currently Amended) A- The device as claimed in claim 1 , characterized in that wherein 
the liquid comprises milk. 

9. (Currently Amended) A- The device as claimed in claim 1, characterized in that wherein 
the liquid comprises liquid coffee extract. 

10. (Currently Amended) A- The device as claimed in claim 8, characterized in that dahnJL 
wherein the first chamber comprises a water inlet which is connectable to a water r e servoir reservoir. 

1 1 .(Currently Amended) A- The device as claimed in claim 1 . characterized in that claim 2, 
wherein at least the second chamber is provided with obstructions for enhancing the-frothing of 
liquid in the second chamber during operation. 

12. (Currently Amended) A -The device as claimed in claim 1 . characteriz e d in that wherein 
the liquid-reservoir is a refillable reservoir reservoir. 

13. (Currently Amended) A -The device as claimed in claim 12, characterized in that the 
Mquid -wherein the reservoir is provided in an element which is moveable between a first position in 
which & -the element covers components including t he liquid transport chann e l channel, t he first 
chamb e r chamber, t he steam ialet- inlet, the restriction restriction, t he second chamber chamber, and 
the liquid outlet during operation operation, and a second position in which it -the element leaves 
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tkese-the components exposed for cleaning purposes in a non-operating status. 

14. (Currently Amended) A beverage making appliance for use with a device for preparing a 
heat e d liqirH nnrnrriing tn p.lnim 1 . rrmrnctorizod in that the The devic e as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein the beverage-making appliance comprises a space for receiving the device for preparing a 
the heated liquid. 

15. (Currently Amended) A hnv o mge making appliance The device as claimed in claim 14, 
r.hnrnritnriTied in that th e appliance wherein the beverage-making comprises a-the_steam generator 
which is connectable to the steam inlet of the device upon receipt of the device in the spaee-space. 

16. (Currently Amended) A beverage making appliance The device as claimed in claim 15, 
chnrnctorized in that the wherein the beverage-making appliance comprises means for opening a 
liquid flow path between the reservoir and the liquid enamel channel.

19. (New) The device of claim 1, the reservoir is unsealed in response to providing the device 
in beverage-making appliance. 

20. (New) The device of claim 1, further comprising:

an air inlet connectable to an air socket of the beverage-making appliance for providing air to 
form the liquid from the reservoir with froth, wherein the air inlet is connected to the liquid transport 
channel via a first restriction; and 

a first chamber for receiving the steam form the steam generator of the beverage-making 
appliance and the liquid from the reservoir including the froth to form the heated liquid with the 
froth in the first chamber and providing the heated liquid with the froth to a second chamber via a 
second restriction to enhance the froth, wherein the liquid outlet is connected to the second chamber 
for output of the heated liquid with the froth. 

21 .(New) The device of claim 1 , further comprising: 

an air inlet connectable to an air socket of the beverage-making appliance for providing air to 
form the liquid from the reservoir with froth; and 

a chamber for receiving the steam from the steam generator of the beverage-making 
appliance and the liquid from the reservoir including the froth to form the heated liquid with the 
froth in the chamber and output the heated liquid with the froth through the liquid outlet of the 
device. 

22. (New) A cartridge for preparing a heated liquid using a beverage-making appliance, said 
cartridge comprising: 

a reservoir that sealably holds a liquid; 
a compartment; 
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a channel between the reservoir and the compartment; 

a steam inlet which is connectable to a steam generator of the beverage-making appliance for 
providing steam into the compartment for heating the liquid provided into the compartment to form 
the heated liquid; and 

a liquid outlet for outputting the heated liquid; 

wherein the cartridge is detachable from the beverage-making appliance. 

23. (New) The cartridge of claim 22, wherein the reservoir is unsealed in response to 
providing the device in the beverage-making appliance. 

24. (New) The cartridge of claim 22, wherein the reservoir comprises a sealed foil which is 
pierceable by a protrusion of a cover of the beverage-making appliance when the cover is closed 
over the cartridge. 

25. (New) The cartridge of claim 22, wherein the cartridge is a single use cartridge for 
discarding after a single use of preparing the heated liquid by the beverage-making appliance. 

26. (New) The cartridge of claim 22, wherein the liquid present in the reservoir does not 
come into contact with the beverage-making appliance.
